PHILOSOPHICAL APPAHATIT8.
The College Is provided with a Philosophical Apparatus

that furnishes ample means of experimental illustration
in all the dillereut branches of Natural Philosophy. The
sum of three thousuud dollars has recently boon expended,
partly in this country aud partly in London and Paris, in
the purchase of new apparatus, adapted to the present
advanced *tuto of the Physical Sciences.
